WILL BALKANS BREED: 

: MORE WAR? 


Mr-w. G. Shepherd writes from 


‘Paris as follows :— 


The principle’ of the " self- 
determination of small nations is 
lost, strayed, or stolen. - 

In these latter dats of the 
Peace Conference this slogan is 
heard no more; once on the lips 
of all statesmen of all snations 
both in their own Home towns 
and in the great conference at 
Paris, it is a phrase that to-day 
finds no more voicing. 

There is a cluster. of yardsticks 
—to change the figure—-by which 
the statesman, in Paris measure 
each national problem that con- 
fronts them, There is the yard- 
stick of treaties, the yardstick of 
expediency, the yardstick of 
practicality, the yardstick of 
Justice and several other gauges, 
including . the ‘yardstick of 
financial demand. But from this 
¢luster there has disappeared that 

undamental and what at first the 

world supposed to be the measure 
of al! other measures, the “yard- 
stick.of the self-determination of 
small nations. wp melt 

In plain words, that system is 
not working. « . : 

It disappeared in’ the handling 
of the various Balkan proble ng, 

Truth to tell, there is no joking 
about the matter. Of all the 
spots ‘on this’ earth where the 
self-détermination of small peo- 
ples ought to be followed, it isin 
the Balkans. Under the Austro- 
German regime it was the aim 
of the Austrifn, German, ‘and 
Turkish: statesmen to keep the 
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meanwhile, that down in Mace- 
donia Bujgars should be under 
the rule of Serbs, and in the 
eastern part of Serbia Serbians 
should be under Bulgarian rule. 


At+ the Peace Conference to-, 
day, where-the effort to createa 
warless world is being made, it 
would seem that the statesmen 
would at least try to. com- 
pose affairs in the Balkans 
so. that. from that former 
whirlpool -of war a conflict 
shoald never again arise. If the 
Germans and Austrians and 
Turks purposely tried to. cause 
dissensions among the Balkan 
peoples over their boundaries, it 
would’ appear that the Entente 
statesmen would take the-opposite 
track and follow to the last ling 
the: policy of making clean-cut 
borders between the Balkan 
peoples, based on nationality.

this would require a sorting out 
of names from the ballot box by 
a Court official, whereby the rule 
of strict impartiality would be 
violated.

generally known, that at Home 
the whole of the Jurymen are 
kept waiting through the cases 
to be heard and. also, in the 
capital charge, the serving jurors 
are confined’to special quarters 
until such time as a «verdict 
has been arrived at.

It has been our inyari- 
able experience that both the 
Chief Justice and tho Puisne 
Judge have shown the utmost 
consideration for waiting: jury- 
men and immediately it is de- 
finitely known they are not 
required; they are» told. they 
may depart. There has never 
been a case within our recollec- 
tion where jarors have been un- 
necessarily detained. .
